JOLLY JAM TARTS 
Makes about 2 dozen tarts 
Pastry ', cup shortening 
1-14 cups sifted all 1 tablespoons cold 
purpose flour 
', cup sugar Filling 
‘4 cup strawberry or 
raspberry jam 


4 teaspoon salt 
vo cup quick or old 
fashioned oats, uncooked Confectioners sugar 

Heat oven to hot (400°F.). For pastry, sift together flour, 
sugar and salt into bowl; stir in oats. Cut in shortening until 
mixture resembles coarse crumbs. Add water and stir until 
just moistened. (If necessary to make dough hold together, add 
another tablespoon cold water.) Form into ball 

Roll pastry out on lightly floured board or canvas to !.-inch 
thickness.

Christmas is for child- 
ren, or so the saying goes, 
That being the case, let’s 
make sure that they enjoy 
ite-by not giving them dan- 
gerous toys, 

The problem of hazard- 
ous toys is very real, and 
the grim statistics of in- 
jury and death are there 
to prove it, The magni- 
tude of the tragic situation 
was fresh on the mind of 
Congress last year when it 
passed the Child Protection 
and Toy Safety Act of 1969, 

More than 15,000 of 
nearly 56 million children 
under 15 years of age in 
this country die each year 
from accidents, a rate of 
28 per 100,000 population, 
More than half of these 
are pre-school children, 

Of the 20 million non- 
fatal accidents that hap- 
pen in and around the Am- 
crican home, 10 million 
affect children under the 
age of 16, 

Che accidental death rate 
for children is even more 
shocking by comparison, 
It is greater than the rate 
of deaths in the under-15 
age group from cancer, 
contagious diseases, heart 
disease, and gastroenter- 
itis combined, 

The Child Protection and 
Poy Safety Act amended by 
the Federal tazardous 
Substances Act of 1966, to 
protect children from toys 
and other articles intended 
for use by children which 
contain clectrical, me- 
chanical or thermal haz- 
ards, 

Prior to passage of the 
1969 amendments, the law 
defined a “‘hazardous sub- 
stanee”’ only as one which 
is toxic, corrosive, an ir- 
ritant, a strong sensiti- 
zer, flammable, radio- 
active or which gencrates 
pressure through heat or 
other means, 

When the National Com 
mission on Product Safety 
conducted hearings in 1968, 
in New York and Boston it 
quickly saw coverage inthe 
1966 act was not broad en- 
ough, 

lhe Commission heard 
testimony of children’s 
toys that contain sharp pro 
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Tape Recorders 
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jections which could casily 
puncture the eye or throat, 
extremely hard or sharp 
surfaces which cause cuts 
Or puncture wounds and 
abrasions, Some toys had 


heated surfaces which 
could burn a child, and 
others could give a ehild 


an electric shock, 

Many toys look perfectly 
harmless, but when in the 
hands of a five or six- 
year-old, become anything 
but that, as the Commission 
quickly learned from a pa- 
rade of witnesses, 

They told of toy stoves, 
irons and the like that heat 
up to temperatures as high 
as 600 degrees; dolls with 
extremely flammable hair; 
compressed air guns that 
could damage a child’s 
hearing if shot off near 
his car; and cap guns that 
could shoot projectiles up 
to 80 miles per hour, 

The great majarity of 
toy manufacturer make 
certain that any product 
they put on the market is 
safe, The small minority 
who do not, make this sit- 
uation dangerous, and the 
American consumer has a 
right to protection from 
these callous profiteers, 

hanks to the Child Pro. 
tection and Poy Safety Act, 
Christmas shoppers have 
some recourse when they 
discover that) they have 
purchased a dangerous toy, 
he buyer of the toy can 
return it to his retailer, 
who must repurehase it, 
and the distributor must 
repurchase it from the re~ 
tailer. 

lhe distributor may then 
make his claim onthe man- 
ufacturer, who must 
assume full responsibility 
for marketing a dangerous 
product, 

The Secretary of Health, 
education and Welfare can 
remove from the market 
any article which hedeems 
in an “imminent hazard” 
to public health, Theman 
ufacturer will be afforded 
the right of a hearing on 
the action, of course, but 
While arguments are being 
made, the product will be 
banned from the marker,
